Bul, an! gentleniels things are there yet W Or,e—the 
peasant cats, and drinks, and is merry, It is true, | assure 
you. Sle sings as he pursues his healthful labour, though 
he labours for himself, and not for the * best of all possible 
kings’? Ile is glad, though ** church and state,”? do not 
enter his hut to protect him, and to take away his bread ! 
* What a piece of work is man !’? (justly might the bard 
exclaim), that the waves of the sea which roll between the 
species, Should wash the shores of such opposite beings! 
Why, gentlemen hings, ef ceterea! do you know that if 
the greatest calamities were to befal you, the American 
would not be meved! He would neither weep nor pray, 
though providence were to take you all to adorn the third 
heaven—nor tear for his crops, if your subjects were to be 
deprived of the hopes of being eternally governed by your 
successors. Ah! why do you not teach him better? You 
want money, and are endeavouring to borrow of one another 
—-why not take it from the insolent American?) Why not 
make him contribute to your support, if he will not keep a 
king of hisown, You should not suffer such a race to live, 
They mock you.

Aye, ‘hese ave the sights of kings! ~The rights of 
the gooey indeed! What rights, niost potent gentlemen, 
have they? Nene. Rights are dangerous things. and not 
to be trusted in (se hands of ignorant people! Rights are 
valuable taings, and can only belong to great folks :—for 
it follows, if the earth produccs no more on the average 
thao will furnish a/! with enough, if a great man have a rigitt 
to the food of fwenty people, that the fwenty people can 
have no right toaany. This is the common scnse ot the 
great world: and excellent common sense itis; but thes 
will not comprehend it in the.bDarbarous States of America. 
Besides, gentlemen, kings, and ministers, they are en. 
croaching upon your fights in every possible wav. 

You Know, gentiemen kings! that you have vatents, 
at least you say you have, from heaven’s chancery to rob 
and plunder as you please—or as you can—that you may 
take, by such p atent, and the blessings of musquetry and 
cannon, a mich of your neighbour's te: ritory as you want, 
either for yourself, or any body clee--and seversl other 
privileges equally royal and hovest| Now these pecultar 
prerogatives are invaded by the impudent Americans. ‘They 
have stolen the fringe of Florida from the rgyal petticvat 
embroiderer: and they say they will keep it until he is able 
to take it again! and. as valour and skill are generally 
left out of the jist of royal accomplishments, it may be some 
tine before he will be able to redeem his territory, unless 
you should shink proper to assist him, and assizu his por- 
tion of the contingent to the provision of a banner, which 
if you find silk, perhaps he will, for greater security, em- 
broides himself, Do not imagine me impertinent, gentle. 
men, dominions, and protentates, if I take the liberty of 
asking you how you all come to be so wretchedly p.or ? 
You see the calamity of poverty; you see the Amcrieants 
calculate upon your miserable condition, and dere even 
the united power of the holy alliance. 

But what makes you poor? One would think that by 
making and kee;ing every body else poor, you should be 
rich, very rich indeed. Lock about you, and see that in 
your name is gathered all the profits, and a great part or 
the capital. of your people. What use do you make of it ? 
Oh! LTsee. Oh! very well. IT understand you, Yor 
are only the nominal takers. I[t docs not reach yeur rey. 
pockets in such quantities as it should. As it pa.s 
through the different gradations of plebian, gentle, knightly, 
honorable, and noble depositaries, a little is left at the 
hottom of each, except the plebian’s, who has no occasion 
for pockets. You gentlemen kings are very poor, but 
your servants are all rich. Perhaps George Canning As 
more money than he can caé/ bis own, than Gorge Privce 
Resent: and Lord Castlereagh may be richer thas any 
potentate to whom he humbly bends for royal acknowied2 -- 
ments, citler in the shape of snuff, or snuff box, sword, 
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for himself, or trinket for my fady. If you, gentlemen 
potentates, would take my advice, introduce the fa:hion 
of receiving presents, rather than giving them. Wet your 
ministers buy the honor of serving you at least as dearly as 
your people! It is not worth your while to haye all the 
odium, and so little of the profit. You would get as zwelf 
served for nothing; and if your ministers were t» refuse 
to serve you at all, you vould indeed be gainers, and your 
people too. This poverty however is avery unfortunate 
thing, ‘The poor King of Spaiu will Jose mor thar three. 
fourths of his territory by it. in spite of bis royal teeth, 
tiough he grin ever so hacd at his rebellious subj ‘cts, 
and his pluedering neigh'ours. He is about to proffer 
Engiand a free trade to hés colonies, I sup pose, nts 1 she 
has conquered them for him; but england is poor too ; 
and not very warlike ai present. Our fui:ds ar: indeed im. 
proving. They have réecn from 84 to 73; and we have 
improved our revenue ve. y much during the last (wo or three 
quarters. By spending near a@ miilion ane a@ hui in the 
elections, we shall receis ‘back more than a quartcr of the 
suin in net revenue ; and we have nothing to do but to keep 
spending ai the same rate for five or six years to reduce the 
dubt very considerably. To be sure we shall have to dor. 
row what we spend; but what of that? We shail get a 
quarter of if back again, and not have to pay above half of 
it for che anécrest. Uf the editor of wae New Times is right, 
we shall soon be in a very flourishing condi‘ion, and be able 
to serve the cause of Legitimacy, and the Inquisiticn, (as we 
have done before) with nincty-millions sterling per aunum, 
and about fifty thousand lives in the same period. All this 
(i speak as an Englishman) we muy do again; but at pre. 
sent, the ** fundamental features”? of the thing are not 
very visible. In the mean time, the money-lenders are 
ready to assist you at proper intercsts with proper security, 
to any amount: and if lL might advise your royal councils, 
borrow.

Birmingham, Treath’s Tavern, Bali-street, Aug. 24, 1818. 

Ata respectable meeting held for the purpose of taking 
into consideration the propriety of presenting to Miss Mary 
Aun ‘locker, some testimony of their admiration of her 
talents, intrepidity, and patriotism, displayed on her late 
trial: — 

** Resolved unanimously, 

*¢ That a subscription be entered into for the purpose, 
and that the Secretary do communicate with Mr. Wooler 
on the subject, requesting him to make the intention pub. 
lic in the Dwarf, or any other papers he may think proper.” 

With the purport of this meeting every friend to freedom 
will most cordially agree. It isa matter of regret that 
there does not exist a fund, from which these occasional 
claims upon public admiration and gratitude ceuld be in- 
stantly supplied, without the necessity of incurring in every 
instance the expence of separate and individual appeals, 
This has been frequently suggested to several great men, 
as the only means of encouraging men to act firmly under 
unmerited persecution, without stimulating their cupidity, 
or being rash iu the hope of extensive advantage to them. 
selves. Subscriptions for individual cases are almost al- 
ways liable to the objection of being carried beyoud the 
bounds of fair remuneration, or else sinking far below the 
necessities of the case. Popular feeling has very little to 
do with discrimination. It exhausts itself at once, and re. 
quires time and circumstances to be again excited; while 
the persecuting spirit of the administration is constantly 
and effectually at work. Some steps must be taken to re. 
medy this essential defect in the operations of the reformers ; 
and for these steps they must depend upon éhemselves, Se. 
cure to every man that gust protection which he has a right 
to expect—let the satraps of power know that they can 
strike no one with tmpunity—let them Jeed that there is au 
arm behind every individual ready to parry an attack upon 
his liberty, his property, and his life: and the fiends 
will soon cease to disturb us. Again, and again 
Yet it be. repeated—‘* They are strong only in our 
weakness??? They have no se/federived, nov selfeex- 
isting strength; but the @ésmembered lion may be devour. 
ed by rats, and the most despicable vermin, This truth 
fs perfectly known, but it is not felt by the reformers. 
They do not actin concert, ‘Their objects are divided, aud 
it is only on important and pressing occasions that they 
rally round the great standard of their oder, It cannot be 
denied that there is more tactic amongst our enemics than 
we possess. ‘They have all the advantages of regular disci. 
pline, and a combined plan of operation, ‘VYhey have besides 
constant resources at their command, ‘They do not obtain 
them very hones(ly it is allowed ; but they have them, ‘They 
pick our pockets to pay our apostate brethren to fight 
against us. They destroy us with our proper weaponss 
and we have not in this age had the prudence to copy their 
example, It isso seldom they offer us a good precedent, 
‘that we should not neglect it when they do. ‘The London 
Corresponding Socicly was a noble device by the ardent 
_spirits of the last age to meet their sleck-headed opponents 
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on their own ground—to offer a virtuous national com bination 
against a corrupt méinéistertal league. The great destroyer 
of the day, Mr, Pitt, saw that it was the war of giants against 
the ministerial hcaven—that one or the other must fall 
His measures were as decisive as despotical; and they suc. 
ceeded, because the spirit of the people was not they 
awakened. ‘The evils were only then prophesied which haye 
since overwhelmed the country in such terrible reality, 
The manufacturing districts were then comparatively uning 
formed; and the treasury tools that were sent amongst 
them to awaken their loyalty, fanned it into the flames of 
persecution, and directed it but too successfully against the 
best frieuds of liberty and Britain. 

The London Corresponding Society fell. The time was 
not arrived when the measure of iniquity should be filled Up, 
and the hour of retribution appear to the wretches why 
planned the entire annihilation of every thing which bore 
the name, or approached to the nature of freedom. Ye; 
the formers of that society have conferred an eternal ebii. 
gation on the friends of liberty. ‘They have shown how 
much may be accomplished by the most apparently ¢rézcad 
means, ‘They first demonstrated that the people contd act 
for themselves—that they did not want the assis‘ance of 
great men, or popular leaders. It was seen with what 
regularity, what consistency, what effect, great bodies of 
men could meet, deliberate, and determine. That socicty 
pointed out the read means of reform, and displayed ¢heir 
power, ‘There were no waitings for subscription’, no r - 
pulses from greal men, who were tu be solicited to lend the 
sanction of their names to the sacred cause of renovation 
and reform, The penny subscriptiens formed au ample 
fund, withuut obligation on the oue hand, or privation oa 
the other, Such a system should be instantly renewed. An 
unjust enactment perhaps may prevent one precisely similiar 
from Leing adopted; but the correspondence fen necessary 
to ascertain how far the objects of that society were con. 
genial to the wishes of the pation, is not mow essential, All 
honestand independent men are agreed upon the great deside. 
ratum: and every measure leading to that object could have 
no opponents among the general friends to reform. 

The existing laws forbid societies to eorrespord with 
each other. No laws however can prevent them from act. 
ing upon the same principles, and following the same regula. 
tion. No laws ean forbid the existence of societies, They 
may limit the numbers of those who may associate, if they 
please, but they willonly mudiép/ly societies by such means ; 
and it matters not how few mect together, provided they do 
meet, Man cando nothing alone; and these who pretcnd 
to concemn clubs and associations, either do not see the 
object that is to be obtained: or they do not wish it to be 
obtained, Small,but regular subscriptionsyare the onlymeans 
to be relied upon. The regular mites of the million will ine 
finitely surpass all the occasional splendid donations of in- 
dividuals ; and will besides secure to the persecuted, what ts 
only held out to their hopes at present, and too often terpils 
nates in their disappointment. 

The plan of the ponitican protestants, established at 
Hull will form a good model for proceeding upon in those 
times. It is upon ourselves we must depend for useful 
action, We may obtain a little occasional assistance from 
the great world; but it isnot to be relied vpon, until itt 
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not wanted — and when the people appear earnest and
